ACTION ON HOADS NEEDED 


It would eeem from an analysis of 
the situation that if Wilbarger Coun­ 
ty is ever to round out its program 
of highway construction that the im 
- 1 
mediate future 
s the proper time to 
begin. There are a number of factors 
that argue in support of this view. 
Fot 
or.e thing, taxable 
values are 
higher than ever before in the his­ 
tory o i the county. Oil development, 


of course, is responsible for the bulk 
of this gain, and the continued ex­ 
tension of o;l fields in various sec­ 
tions of the county g;ves promise that 
we may be ai_le to get further in­ 
creases for the next few years. We 
know also that oil field« have a way 
of becoming exhausted or nearly so. 
In the eastern edge of the county is 
one of the oldest oil fields in this 
section and it is pretty safe to guess 
that the average 
production 
from 


these old wells has sunk to almost 
negligible figures. This means that 
jt would be good business for both 


the oil industry and the county to 
make improvements now, while the 
tax resources are sufficient to make 


them possible without undue burden 


on the taxpayers. 


To wait a few years means that 


likely much of our oil wealth ha» 
been exhausted and then the bulk of 
the cost of public improvements will 


fall on the owners of farms and bus­ 
iness property in our towns. This is 
not saying that we should adopt a 


policy 
of extravagance simply 
be­ 
cause money is to be easily obtained. 


We should be just as careful with 
public expenditures as we would ex­ 
pect to be if the county taxable val­ 
ues were only half of their present 


level. 


But Wilbarger County is already 
committed to the task of building a 
highway—No 23 — north and south. 
Some money has already been pro­ 
vided, but it will not be sufficient to 
pave this road to the county line in 
each direction. This project has been 
hanging fire, with little definite ac­ 
complishments for almost three years. 
It is time for some definite steps 
looking to the completion of this im­ 
portant road. In fact, definite action 
is long overdue. The country north of 
Pease River needs a road and a good 
one, and it is equally imperative that 
we complete No. 23 to the Baylor 


County line. 
The need is apparent, we have re­ 
sources and we are committed to the 
project. Action, immediate and defi­ 
nite, is ail that is needed. There are 
other road needs, of course. A bridge 
at St. James, which has been prom­ 
ised but seems to be moving at a 
snail’s pace, better roads to Farmer« 
Valley, Doans, Odel! and into various 
parts of the oil fields are all needed. 
Some aggressive leadership backed by 
a definite program will be supported. 
The time is ripe for it, and we can do 
it now in all probability better than 
a few vears from now,

troversy between these two is of too 
recent standing to allow these two to 


be rival candidates without reviving 
their political differences. Then, of
